Meat supplies a goodly amount of 
phosphorus, one of the minerals which 
helps in the building of strong bones 
and beautiful teeth. It also assists 
in the prevention of the formation of 
tooth cavities. It, with calcium, is 
necessary in the daily diet. 

Vitamins are still elusive. As a man 
recently said, “I wouldn’t recognize a 
vitamin if I met it coming down 
the street.” We can’t see them but 
we know that when they are missing 
from our food or are supplied in lim- 
ited amounts the results are serious. 
An insufficient amount of vitamins 
in the daily diet will retard growth 
and cause disorders such as rickets. 
Doctors tell us that many of the 
ills of adult life may be laid at the 
door of poor nutrition in childhood. 
Meats supply a number of those 
necessary vitamins, . especially B 
and G which are associated with good 
appetites and general good health. 

In planning the meat dish for the 
day, consider the children and make 
it a simple one like Russian Meat 
Ball, braised short ribs of beef, or 
liver and rice casserole. 


Russian Meat Balls. 

11 pounds ground beef, 4 cup un- 
cooked rice, 1 teaspoon salt, 1-8 tea- 
spoon pepper, 1 tablespoon grated 
onion, 1 can tomato soup, 1-2 cup 
water, 2 tablespoons chopped green 
pepper.

Shape into small balls and drop into 
tomato soup, to which water, onion 
and green pepper have been added. 
Cook slowly for 40 minutes. Serve on 
hot plate with tomato sauce over 
them. 

Braised Short Ribs of Beef With 

Vegetables. . 

5 pounds short ribs of beef, 8 me- 
dium-sized potatoes, 4 large. onions, 
4 turnips, 8 medium-sized carrots, 
3 teaspoons salt, 1-2 teaspoon pepper. 

Wipe the meat with a damp cloth, 
rub with salt and pepper, place in 
roaster and sear for 30 minutes in a 
hot oven (500 degrees F.), reduce 
temperature to 325 degrees F., or mod- 
erate. Add 2 cups water, cover closely 
ad bake 1 hour, then add whole po- 
tatoes pared, carrots cut in halves, 
onions and turnips quartered. Con- 
tinue cooking until vegetables are ten- 
der. Serve meat on platter garnished 
with vegetables. Serves 5 to 6 

Liver and Rice En Casserole. 

1 pound liver, 1-4 cup cooked chop- 
ped mushrooms, 1-4 cup chopped car- 
rots, 1 cup fice. 

Wash liver in cold water, and cut 
in narrow strips. Brown these in ba- 
con fat. Cover with hot water or stock, 
and allow to simmer about one hour. 
Thicken the liquid to make a thin 
gravy, using 1 tablespoon flour to 
each cup of liquid. Add mushrooms 
and carrots. . 

Boil rice in boiling salted water. 
Arrange alternate layers of rice and 
liver in a casserole, with rice as the 
top layer. Pour the gravy over all.

not have a single deposit from July. 
1933, to March, 1934, and that $1,350 
was a matter of bookkeeping. 

Hauptmann nodded. 

The defendant told of operations in 
March which raised his debit balance 
with Steiner-Rouse from approximate- 
ly $1,300 to $12,000. 

After Fisch sailed for Europe to die, 
he found himseif

Two Small Withdrawals. 

No deposits were made, the witness 
said, hut there were two small with- 
drawals.

“There should be no hevitancy in 
facing, fighting and conquering these 
diseases than there is in speaking of 
tuberculosis, typhoid fever or mala- 
ria. 

Dr. Craig Barrow, of Savannah, in 
discussing the subject said such dis- 
eases “should not be kept under the 
table suppressed because they have al- 
ways been considered social diseases. 
They should be discussed at the break- 
fast table, the dinner table and every- 
where else.” 


Urging free discussion of the prob- 
lem, Dr. Wedford BroWn, Clarke 
(Athens) county health officer, said: 

“Today the average person submits 
with shame and secrecy to blood tests. 
There is no necessity for this, for very 
frequently contraction does not in- 
volve immorality.” 

Dr. Bowdoin said every individual 
should be educated to the necessity of 
early treatment and should seek a 
physician's care.

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Dr. Moulton Says Maldis- 
Must Be Remedied. 


By JULIAN HARRIS. 

ATHENS, da., Jan. 25,—Capital- 
ism may be somewhat run down at 
the hi but it is far from bei 
down and Orta, according to Dr. H. G. 
Moulton, president of the Brookings 
institution and one of America's 
most economists, He spoke to- 
day before the 1 being 
held here on The ies of Capital - 
ism,” and again touched on his theme 
of Thursday night when he advocated: 
an “etonomy of plenty” and asserted 
frankly that the maldistribution of in- 
come must be remedied ‘if attainable 
prosperity is to be achieved. oe 

The consuming power of the nation 
is still far ahead of its purchasing 
power, and capitalism needed urgently 
to recognize this condition and set 
about readjusting it. 

Science. 

Capitalism has been the motivating 
force which has integrated and ap- 
plied the discoveries of science, its ſos- 
ter-mother, said Dr. Moulton, who 
took his text from the gospel of St. 
Mark, chapter VII, verse 20, “By 
their fruits ye shall know them.” 

His position was that the ultimate 
test which must be applied to any 
form of economic, social or political 
organization is the results attained. 
That is, whether a system is ethical 
or not must be judged: by the way it 
reacts upon the well being and the 
lives of the masses of the people who 
comprise society. Capitalism, Dr. 
Multon said, is fairly entitled to con- 
sideration in these circumstances. The 
speaker developed his discussion in 
the following four major divisions: 

First : The philosophical conceptions 
which underlay capitalism in the 
period of its establishment as the pre- 
vailing system of economic organiza- 
tion in the western world. 

Second: The controlling forces 
which, it was believed, could be relied 
upon to make the system promote the 
most rapid economie progress and 
the widest diffusion of wealth among 
the masses. 

Third: The way in which this sys- 
tem in its flowering stage enhanced 
the power of mankind over nature. 
Fourth: The primary sources of dif- 
ficulty requiring remedial action, 

Traces Capitalism. 

Addressing himself to the origin 
and philosophy of capitalism, Dr. 
Moulton said it is not ordinarily 
realized that throughout the larger 
part of human history we have not 
had the capitalistic system. 

“In the age of feudalism, to go no 
further back for example,” continued 
Dr. Moulton, “economic activity was 
directed from above. The king was 
supreme and the economic system. was 
organized from the center out. The 
masses of the people were servants of 
the lord and king and exchanged feal- 
ty and labor for subsistence and pro- 
tection. 

“While feudalism began to disinte- 
grate in the 15th and 16th centuries 
the centralized control of economic ac- 
tivities continued in modified form un- 
der the city, states and emerging na- 
tional governments which followed. 

“The essence of the so-called mer- 
cantilist system, for example, which 
flourished in the 18th tentury, was 
that the growth of national wealth 
and power could best be fostered by 
means of extensive governmental trade 
and commercial regulations.“ 

It was between the years 1750 and 
1850, in the- important nations of 
the western world, that a profound 
transformation occurred in the organi- 
zation of economic life. The idea came 
to prevail, said Dr. Moulton, that if 
the individual were left free to de- 
velop his own potentialties in fullest 
measure, the nation, which consists of 
individuals, would in like measure be- 
come powerful and affluent. 

National Reaction. 

Dr. Moulton thinks the explanation 
of this great change is to be found not 
only in a national reaction against 
the excessive restrictions imposed upon 
the individual by the mercantilist sys- 
tem, but also in the growth of the 
scientific spirit. For it was in the 
16th and 17th centuries that Galileo, 
Kepler and Newton discovered and 
formulated the basic laws which gov- 
ern the physical world. 

“It was not long before the view 
arose,” said Dr. Moulton, that there 
existed a system of natural law 
which, if it were not interfered with 
by governments or other human in- 
stitutions, would always lead to prog- 
ress, And William Godwin held that 
it was the function of society not to 
make law but merely to interpret 
‘that which the nature of things has 
already decreed.’ In the year of the 
American Revolution, Adam Smith 
laid the foundations of what has 
come to be known as politica] econ- 
omy. Private initiative and free com- 
petition had received the sanction of 
philosophy.” 

The controlling forces and mechan- 
isms of the capitalistic system were 
next discussed by Dr. Moulton, who 
asserted two basic conceptions under- 
lay everything else: It was believed 
that progress depends upon hard. per- 
sisfent work: and that—because of 
the principle of self-intest—individ- 
uals will work harder and more per- 
sistently if they are allowed to reap 
the direct rewards of their effort. It 
was helieved also that each individual 
should be allowed to choose his own 
field of activity. without dictation 
from anybody else. : 

Mechanism Needed. 

“Evidently.” asserted Dr. Moulton. 
“there must be some mechanism for 
allocating human energy in proper 
proportions to the production of va- 
rious kinds of goods and services. 
Under a system of feudalism. or for 
that matter communism. this alloca- 
tion is determined by a central au- 
thority. Under the system of private 
initiative it is determined by what 
we call the price and profit system. 

“Prices guide production somewhat 
in this fashion: If everybody ber- 
chance turned to the production of a 
commodity it would be a drug on the 
market and the price would be low. 
At the same time a premium wonld 
be placed upon the production of oth- 
er commodities. Consequently, indi- 
vidual producers in pursuit of the 
greatest gain for themselves would 


turn to the production of these oth- 
er commodities. Productive enerzy 


would thus be shifted in response to 
changing levels, of prices and prof. 


its in the different lines of business.’ 
This price and profit mechanism is 


thus supposed to adjust the produc- 
tion in various lines to fluctuating 
‘consumptive demands. according to Dr. 
Moulton. He mentioned as charac-

Dr. Moulton did not mention the 
danger of a vicious.circle that may 
threaten the production of aoe eve 
produetion when à profitable field is 
entered. There has been offered as 
an example of this the anecdote of the 
hat manufacturer, who was growing 
— 8 from the profits of headgear. 
here was a rush to divide his field, 
with the result that the overproduc- 
tion hats led to the closing of half a 
dozen. factories where one would have 
survived. Then there was a demand 
for hats and the same cycle occurred. 
This is perhaps an exaggerated ex- 
ample, but it represents à problem 
which those who from regimentation 
think can be controlled.“ 

Dr. Moulton stated that while it 
was not argued that wide differences 
in wealth and income would not de- 
velop, it was held that the pursuit 
and acquisition of profits by business 
enterprises automatically inured ‘to 
the benefits of society as a whole. 
Particularly: would labor share in the 
prosperity of privately owned busi- 
ness when volume reduced ‘prices. If 
money wages remained the same real 
wages would. be higher. | 

It is misleading, Dr. Moulton as- 
serted, to assume the economic and 
political system ‘of the nineteenth 
‘century was an unorganized society 
—one lacking in sbeial purpose. There 
are some persons, he said, who by 
way of contrast emphasize the 
“planned economy” which envisions 
as its goal the welfare of the people. 
Dr. Moulton thinks “nothing could 
be more misleading than such a com- 
parison.” ~ * 

Dr. Moulton then spoke in detail 
on the expansion under capital and 
the results which flowered from its 
general acceptance in the western 


world. 
f Results Cited. 


“First,” said the speaker, “innum- 
erable laws restricting the freedom 
and initiative of the individual were 
repealed. Second, industry and trade 
were relieved from a multitude of 
hampering regulations. Third, na- 
tional boundaries came largely to be 
ignored through the removal of bar- 
riers and restrictions against the free 
international movement of trade and 
eurrency, and against the emigration 
of people from country to country. 

“Three other major developments 
combined to promote the phenomenal 
world expansion and economic prog- 
ress of the nineteenth century. The 
first was the opening up of vast new, 
highly productive areas in various 
parts of the world; the second was the 
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device for raising capital; and the 
third was the development of a sound 
monetary system.” 

After @iscussing the development 
of the corporation, with its restric- 
tion of personal liability and its abil- 


fect of a stable monetary system, Dr. 
Moulton paused, smiled, and said: 

“Thus far from anything I have 
said it would appear that God’s in 
His Heaven, all’s right with the 
world.” : 

The speake paused again, and 
those of his listeners nearest the win- 
dows of the auditorium looked out to 
see if by any chance Pippa were 
passing. 

“As a matter of course,” continued 
Dr. Moulton, we are all too painful- 
ly conscious of the fact that somehow 
or other in the course of its evolution 
serious defects have appeared in the 
capitalistic system of wealth produc- 
tion and distribution. 

“The economic machine runs by fits 
and starts—now plunging wildly for- 
ward and again stalling or backing, 
and carrying blight and ruin in its 
path. But quite apart from the so- 
called business cycle the economic 
system appears to be materially out 
of joint in two important connections. 
The first is international in charac- 
ter, and the second is found in the 
machinery of distribution.” 

Growth Traced. 


After tracing the growth of inter- 
national trade and investments or ex- 
emplified particularly by Great Brit- 
ain, Dr. Moulton continued: ‘The 
great development of urban civiliza- 
tions in Europe made possible the 
prosperity of agricultural and raw ma- 
terial producing countries in far parts 
of the world. For example, the 
growth of the cotton kingdom and the 
opening up of the great Mississippi 
valley to profitable farming in the 
middle of the last century was direct- 
ly dependent upon the —— of in- 
dustrialism in Europe.“ In the reverse 
way the industrial populations of Eu- 
rope were vitally dependent.upon the 
agricultural: areas of America for 
foodstuffs and raw materials and also 
as market ouflets for manufactured 
goods. Europe and the United States 
combined in specialized produetion and 
exchange; in. short, each was abso- 
lutely dependent on the other. 

Further, as investments were made 
abroad the productive power of the 
borrowing countries was expanded and 
the interest was paid in the form of 
increased exports. The creditor coun- 
tries, of eourse, received. these goods 
as imports—their total imports nat- 
urally exceeding their total exports. 
While tariffs were gradually erected 
in many countries with a view to en- 
couraging or protecting home indus- 
tries, a state of balanced relationships 
was none the less retained.” 

Then came the World War. The 
war borrowing went for destructive 
purposes, rather than for upbuilding 
of productive capacity, as in the case 
of normal peace-time loans. Followed 
next, the post-war confusioin and 
hysteria. 

“We must ask this question sim- 
ply and unemotionally:. Were the 
peace treaties, the reparation and in- 
ter-allied debt settlements, and the new 
commercial policies of the post-war 
period calenlated to restore normal 
economic intercourse among the na- 
tions? In short. were the policies 
that were pursued such as to bind 
up in the quickest way the economic 
wotinds which the war had inflicted 
upon the world economic system? My 
answer to this question has to be an 
unqualified No!“ “ 

No Business Gain. 


Dr. Moulton suggested that exami- 
nation of one primary fact would she 
light on the present drab economic 
conditions throughout the world. And

“In short, business the world over, 
particularly since the World War, has 
undertaken to stabilize conditions by 
maintaining prices. . 

The result of this stabilization is 
that to the extent which it is success- 


ful, it prevents the operation of the 


very process which the capitalistic 
system was relying upon to dissemi- 
nate the benefits of progress and 
maintain the expansion of mass pur- 
chasing power upon which the sys- 
tem depended. 

„We now have our finger on the 
spot where the basic obstruction oc- 
curs. Just now I will discuss va- 
rious possible. means by which this 
stoppage in the system might be reme- 
died. But certainly it is not necessary 
to abolish the capitalistic system in 
order to eliminate its shortcomings. 

“Under any other system there will 
be raised problems more baffling and 
more serious than those which arise 
under the system of private initia- 
tive. If perchance the regimentation 
of the population which is necessarily 
involved means a dulling of the pow- 
ers of individual judgment and the 
arresting of individual growth, its 
long-run results will unquestionably 
be disastrous.” 

Best Plan Evolved. 


Dr. Moulton concluded his address 
with the statement that while under 
capitalism “there has obviously not 
been equality of, opportunity for all, 
the opportunity for individpal develop- 
ment has, however, been more nearly 
free and universal than under any 
other form of organization which so- 
ciety has thus far evolved.”

it has the proper wording. 

In a paragraph telling about the 
famous Magdeburg test; I wrote: 
“The sides were not pulled apart 
until another team was hitched to 
each side.” Through an error, in some 
editions at least, the words. an- 
other team which,” were left out. 

The forée which held the two 
halves of the hollow ball together was 
air pressure. The air had been pump- 
ed out of the ball. which made the 
full force of the air pressure work 
against the outside. 

Another question came about the 
siphon, and why -it works. A reader 
could not see how “pressure” could 
explain the moving of the liquid, let 
us say water, which passes through. 
the tube. : 

The air presses down with almost 
exactly the same force on the upper 
level of the water as on the lower 


inch. ; 
The thing that makes the differ- 


the two 
branches or “legs” of the siphon. 
There is more weight in the long leg 
than in the short one. The liquid 
tends to fall but as it does so, it tends 
to leave a vaeumm, or space with- 
out ‘air. The air pressure on the up- 
per level forces the liquid to fill up 
the vacuum, and the motion goes on 
and on, 

That, in brief, is why the liquid 
flows. The lower level keeps rising. 
and at last the two levels may be of 
even height—in which case the mo- 
tion will stop. 


Thus the old force called “gravi- 
ty” is what makes the siphon work. 
Gravity gives pressure fo the air 
around us: and it gives a greater 
downward pull to the water in the 
longer leg.

The new bill was urged by Secretary 
Morgenthau as necessary immediately 
for refinancing operations requisite 
for new recovery expenditures.

It would grant authority to issue 
bonds of as low as $25 denomina- 
tion, running from 10 to 20 years 
at not over 3 per cent interest and 
to be sold at postoffices.

It was 
nothing unusual, after recovering from 
the first shock of their abundance, to 
see six and eight snipe rocket out of 
a single clump of dry grass.
